It is 
estimated that there is fully (ifi p er cent 
of thi.iucid ilia giv en quant ity of wood, 
ami from it are extracted wnod alcohol, 
aci'tute of liine and wood tars. 
T'he al­ 
cohol thus ohtuiiied is said to be a v ery 
saibslactory substitute for grain alcohol 
for nKs hanieal and muuufueturiug p ur­ 
p oses. and it can he p roduced at less 
than oue-lhird of the co.st of tho grain 
aicohid. 
liiv estigatiuus eoudueted with p rac­ 
tical objects in v iew hav e disclosed 
the.''« - interestiug facts: A cord of wood 
which weighs 4,000 p ounds will yield 
about 2,050 p ounds of p yroligneous acid 
and 700 p ounds of charcoal; the acid 
will p roduce about 9 gallons of 8U p er 
cent crude w’ixxl alcohol, about '25 gal­ 
lons of tar and fully 200 p ounds of ace­ 
tate of lime. 
These facts indicate a fu­ 
ture for W(KKÌ outside of the realm of 
fuel and p ulp . — New* York Times.

Next come tho ov ershoes, w’liich are 
daily foumi, singly and in jiairs and of­ 
tentimes odd in size and kind. 
At all 
the offices they are uccuiiiulated to the 
extent of barrels and barrels. 
It is a 
common occurrence to iind up p er, low­ 
er and jiartial sets of false teeth. 
Some

asking their sup p ort, had done ev ery­ 
thing p ossible to defeat it. It was a fine 
p oint, and the sp eaker made the most 
of it, burning before it the lamp of his 
eloquence until the crowd were wild 
with excitement. Then Henry sat down, 
and John.soii got up amid catcalls and 
sc’otfs to answer him. 
“ W hat niy op p onent has told yon is 
true,” he said. “ Ireland wtis suffering, 
and I v oted against an ap p rop riation for 
her relief, for the money which it was 
thus p rop osed to giv e away was not 
iniue, hut yours; yours because it was 
in the p ublic cotters. 
I refused fo giv e 
away money whicli did not belong to 
me. but I W’eut down into my ow n p ock­ 
et and out of iny own p riv ate funds— 
w’hicli I had a right to bestow’—I sub­ 
scribed if2<iU to tlie relief fund which was 
being « ¡uietly raised. 
How much of his 
own money did Mr. Henry giv e? Not a 
Cent. 
He was too busy trying to giv e 
away your.s. Now, gentlemen, which of 
US two did the better p art by suffering 
Ireland:” The ett'ect of this -was magical. 
The catcalls w’ere now’ for Henry and 
tho cheers for Johnson. 
Thus the camp aign went on, ending 
in a v ict« )ry for the ex-tailor, w’bo once 
more took his p lace among the statesmen 
of the land. 
But his term was a sliort 
one, for deatii soon claimed him. 
But 
he left behind him a rep utation as a 
“ stum p ” sjicaker which abides still 
up on the hustings « lown in Tennessee.
